FOR SAFETY’S SAKE 
It is understandable that the Icelanders 
may be a bit tired of play ing host to Amer­ 
ican soldiers.

But Iceland’s argument that the present 
15 0-million-dollar NATO base at Keflav ik 
is no longer needed because of improv e­ 
ments in the world situation seems like a 
risky rationalization.

CAMPAIGN SPEECHES 
While the master minds at any conv ention are 
busy making their deals, the delegates are usual­ 
ly amused by a torrent of oratory. The orators 
are selected either because they are currently im­ 
p ortant or because they are p rosp ectiv ely sig­ 
nificant. The greatest of such orators for all time 
was William Jennings Bryan.» who carv ed out a 
career for himself by his gift of sp eech. 
Bryan had no microp hone to help him and w as 
fortunate in the p ossession of a glorious, soul- 
touching v oice, the lower register of which was as 
mov ing as Edouard de Reszke’s of those years. 
The microp hone seems to hav e ruined oratorical 
v oices because the sp eakers no longer p ossess 
great lung p ower but hav e learned rather to con­ 
to rt themselv es within the narrow radius of the 
microp hone, which, if it should unfortunately go 
dead for a moment, leav es up on the ear the in­ 
articulate sounds of a p ip -squeak. 
William Jennings Bryan not only p ossessed a 
v oice but he knew his nativ e tongue, English, a 
rare adv antage in any days. He was of the tra ­ 
dition of Daniel Webster and Henry Ward Beech­ 
er, men who sp okn their language with p recision 
and beauty. * His “Cross of Gold” sp eech in the 
189 6 Democratic Conv ention unexp ectedly won 
his nomination for the Presidency. Bryan was a 
Pop ulist and what he said he meant and this is 
demonstrable by his consistency until he died 
after serv ing the Woodrow WTilson Administra­ 
tion. His sp an was long and his p rofession was 
oratory. 
Bryan naturally came to mind as one listened 
to the keynote sp eech by Gov ernor Frank Clement 
of Tennessee if only as a contrast. Bryan was 
eloquent; Clement was forensic. The difference is 
not only in the sp irit of man but in the grasp of 
content. Clement harangued. It was what could 
be called a fighting sp eech, but whom was Clem­ 
ent fighting? Certainly his "Nixon. Dixon and 
Yates" did hot reflect unfav orably up on anv one 
but raised the ghost of “Martin, Barton and Fish,” 
the Roosev eltian trio that was intended to amuse 
not to castigate. 
f 
Nor did it become a Democratic keynoter to 
refer to President Eisenhower’s illness, consider­ 
ing that Franklin D. Roosev elt was a v ery sick 
man but four times a candidate and elected and 
the fourth time obv iously on the v erge of death. 
And among the Democrats, Lyndon Johnson is a 
cardiac case and Stuart Symington has high blood 
p ressure; and among the Rep ublicans. Christian 
Herter suffers from arthritis. When men p ass 50, 
they get things and it really makes little differ­ 
ence. Harriman came out of an op eration to run 
for the Presidency—an op eration which a quarter 
of a century ago frightened the families of those 
who had to undergo it but tqday is routine. 
So. it would seem that Clement stoop ed too 
)ow: to make an unnecessary p oint which were 
he not so young, he would not hav e thought 
p rop er. In fact, only he and Nixon seem to be 
whole, but who knows for how long? The sort of 
ad hominem oratory that Frank Clement p rac­ 
tised is usually relished at the amount as one 
belly-laughs at seeing a fat man slip on a banana 
p eel. If the Democrats criticize Nixon for his 
rough-and-tumble sp eech-making in 19 54, Ocment 
has outdone Nixon. 
None of this is really necessary, p articularly 
at a time when the President had to call leading 
Democrats away from their conv ention to lay be­ 
fore them the national p eril in the Suez situation. 
Anyone can p oke fun at John Foster Dulles who 
lays himself op en all the time, p robably because, 
doing his job. he does not care. Nev ertheless, a 
thoughfiri man would try to remember that Dulles 
inherited a whole series of p roblems that hav e 
been in the making since World W ar I and are 
now coming to a head historically. A thoughtful 
man would not imp eril Dulles’ usefulness at a 
moment when he must negotiate with a greater 
number of antagonistic or diffident p owers. Frank 
Clement may hav e relished the cheers of his 
audience, but did he ask what kind of an audience 
Dulles will face in London on the 16th of this 
month when he needs to try to keep the United 
States out of war without damaging our entire 
defensiv e structure? Clement p robably nev er gav e 
it a thought. He was just deliv ering a "camp aign 
sp eech," which no one is sup p osed to take serious­ 
ly. not ev en he who deliv ers it.

To d a y in Na tio na l Affa irs 
Democrats Seen Adopting 
An Inconsistent Platform

Chicago, Aug. 17—The art of 
p olitics is the art of "comp ro­ 
mise.” A fav orite dev ice is to 
manip ulate in a conv ention p lat­ 
form words and p hrases in such 
a way that each side can p er­ 
suade itself that its own p articu­ 
lar v ersion will be accep ted as 
gosp el back home. But while the 
Democratic national conv ention 
wrote a p lank on "civ il rights” 
that didn’t really satisfy either 
the North or the South, the p oli­ 
ticians tried to conv ince them­ 
selv es that it meant "unity” and 
they let it go at that. Hardly, 
howev er, had the p latform been 
p ublished when Adlai Stev enson, 
the nominee of this conv ention, 
issued a statement saying he 
would 
hav e 
p referred in 
the 
p latform 
a 
"sp ecific 
endorse­ 
ment” of the Sup reme Court’s 
decision 
on 
segregation. 
And 
then the sp irit of "comp romise” 
seemed to ev ap orate. But there 
wasn’t 
much 
the 
Southerners 
could do about it excep t to p our 
forth some indignant comments 
in their sp eeches, as, for in­ 
stance, the caustic address by 
Gov . Griffin of Georgia. 
FOR WHAT was really p rov ed 
is that p latform committees may 
labor long, and orators may hav e 
their arms in oratorical flour­ 
ishes to get a p latform adop ted, 
but the candidate—now 
as al­ 
ways—interp rets the p latform to 
suit his own ideas of camp aign 
strategy, Adlai Stev enson feels 
that the electoral v otes of the 
South are "in the bag” and that 
all he has to do now is to win 
the Negro v otes in the big urban 
communities of the North. So, 
naturally, he goes as 
close 
as 
p ossible to the p osition taken by 
Gov . Harriman and other "lib­ 
erals” in the Democratic p arty 
and 
disregards 
the 
carefully 
chosen words of the p latform 
itself. 
This week rev ealed a dep ress­ 
ing p erformance on the p latform 
p lanks as a whole. They were 
not as sharp ly worded and as 
concise as the p latforms of by­ 
gone days, and there were many 
inconsistencies, 
esp ecially 
be­ 
tween different sections of the 
same p lank. 
While denouncing 
the Communists 
and ap p rov ing 
in 
a 
creditable 
fashion 
the 
op p osition of the United States 
to the entry of Red China into 
the United Nations, the foreign 
p olicy p lank nev ertheless criti­ 
cizes the Rep ublican administra­ 
tion for refusing to go along 
with the kind of "neutralism” 
in “uncommitted” countries that 
p lays the Communist game. 
Also, while arguing that it is 
necessary to reap p raise the for- 


eign aid p rogram and hinting 
that maybe it has gone too far. 
the same p lank argues for a 
’giv eaway” of the American tax­ 
p ayers’ money through the "mul­ 
tilateral ap p roach,” so that "bur­ 
dens are shared and resources 
p ooled among all the economic­ 
ally 
dev elop ed 
countries 
w’ith 
the cap ital and skills to help in 
this great task.” 
WHOEV ER SLIPPED this into 
the p latform knew what he was 
doing. For it’s the scheme which 
so 
many of the 
“giv e-away” 
p rop agandists hav e 
been p ubli­ 
cizing for months in order to get 
Congress to allow the American 
taxp ayers’ money to be p ooled by 
the UN. In this way America 
not only gets no direct benefits 
from her financial contributions 
but has little to say al>out their 
use in foreign lands, although 
p utting up msst of the money. 
It is amazing that the Demo­ 
cratic p latform makers fell i^r 
the stratagem, 
and it may be 
susp ected that Walter Reuther’s 
influence 
was 
p erhap s 
p artly 
resp onsible, as he has beert in 
the p ast among the foremost 
adv ocates of the p lan. 
THE LABOR PLANK is 
one 
that will cost the Democrats 
p lenty of indep endent v otes and 
get them v ery little recomp ense 
in the form of v otes from the 
labor side.

The bawling 
nondescrip ts of the sp ontaneous 
ov ations in the aisles are neigh­ 
borhood Hessians who fit as well 
into Connecticut’s p latoon of the 
big p arade as Arizona’s. 
In justice to the fourth estate 
it will hav e to be admitted that 
p ractical realists hav e been in­ 
timating as much for more than 
20 years, but also that their 
message went unheeded and that 
the old illusion p ersisted until 
this week. 
It is something new when so 
many rep orters, most of them 
first-class or they wouldn’t be 
here at great exp ense, greet one 
another with a standard remark 
that it is v ery hard to “think of” 
anything to w'rite because the 
story already has been told.

Radio, and esp ecially the TV 
p hase, has been frankly and 
defiantly hostile to the Consti­ 
tution and its adv ocates and 
ev en to "narro w” nationalism 
under the Stars and Strip es ev er 
since the p henomenon came be­ 
fore us.

This is a song of a m an w ork ­ 
ing in the mines, whose job was 
to dig six teen tons of “nu m ber 
nine coal” every day and who 
bou ght all his su pplies a t the 
company 
store. 
Althou gh 
he 
work ed for years, he never cou ld 
get ou t of debt. 
Having been 
tau ght that all debts shou ld be 
paid, he prayed to St. P eter to 
give him more tim e before “call­ 
ing 
me 
home. 
”My 
grandson 
feels that one reason this record 
has had su ch a big sale is that 
it represents the feelings of m il­ 
lions 
of 
consu mers 
who 
are 
heavily in debt to some store. 
OF COURSE, consu mers have 
a perfect m oral right to borrow 
in order to enjoy au tomobiles, 
refrigerators, radios, and prob­ 
ably television sets. There is no 
m oral reason why a work ing 
m an shou ld not be entitled to 
u se credit—as well as his em ­ 
ployer—even thou gh this is a 
cu stom which did not prevail 
fifty years ago. Probably m od­ 
ern 
advertising has 
been 
the 
force to bring abou t this change; 
now even 
conservative 
bank s, 
which 
scorned 
su ch 
consu m er 
borrowing a few years ago, are 
soliciting it. 
The “Five and Ten-Cent” va­ 
riety stores have bu ilt u p a hu ge 
bu siness on all cash, no delivery, 
and now' self-service basis. There 
will always be a field for su ch 
stores, bu t to operate su ccess­ 
fu lly, they m u st get the benefit 
of hu ge .bu ying power throu gh 
large chains. A great m any con­ 
su mers, however, demand credit, 
delivery, and more personal a t­ 
tention. 
N atu rally, 
they 
m u st 
pay for these privileges, and if 
the local m erchant doesn't grant 
them it is very difficu lt for him 
to continu e in bu siness. Also I 
u nderstand that selling on in­ 
stallm ent tends to bring the cu s­ 
tom er back to the store every 
m onth, thu s stim u lating fu rther 
sales.

Now, my grandson’s im portant 
qu estion today is w hether con­ 
su m ers are 
getting 
tired 
and 
w ant to rest, or w hether they 
are still determ ined to “k eep u p 
w ith the Joneses.” Probably al­ 
m ost every reader of this paper 
is anx iou s to do both, and for a 
tim e this will continu e to bo pos­ 
sible, w ith a fu rther increase in 
retail sales. If, however, the tide 
changes and retail sales fall off, 
the retailer will bu y less from 


the m anu factu rer, the m anu fac­ 
tu rer will redu ce the nu m ber of 
his employes, and the pu rchasing 
power of the cou ntry will de­ 
cline. This cou ld develop into 
a 
very seriou s viciou s circle. 
I see no sign of this at the 
present tim e. In fact, if it shou ld 
come now. Congress wou ld tak e 
im m ediate steps 
to 
check 
it. 
Probably the proposed trem en­ 
dou s new 
road-bu ilding 
cam- 
j paign is partly to insu re con- 
i tinu ed prosperity, in case there 
shou ld be a severe slack ening in 
installm ent sales, new bu ilding, 
and the au tom obile indu stry. 
W E SHOULD 
not 
su ddenly 
abandon installm ent pu rchases. 
Bu t w e' all—w hether m erchants 
or consu m ers—shou ld avoid get­ 
ting into the pessim istic mood of 
the poor fellow digging the “six ­ 
teen tons of nu m ber nine coal.” 
C ertainly ou r appropriations for 
advertising shou ld continu e, as 
advertising is the life blood of 
bu siness. On the other hand, it 
mày be wise for consu m ers to 
avoid fu rther debt and for m er­ 
chants to pu t more emphasis on 
cash transactions. 
I have often su ggested to m er- 
j chants that they have a price 
! differential between cash and in- 
! stallm ent sales, bu t they tell me 
this is practically impossible. It 
seems, howrever, that the m cr- 
chants’ associations cou ld pre- 
i vent the situ ation from becom- 
i ing worse. In the m eantim e, I 
I throw ou t the qu estion of w hat 
wou ld happen 
to 
retail 
trade, 
general 
employment, 
and 
ou r 
present prosperity if fifty per 
i cent of the families shou ld su d- 
i denly get discou raged lik e ou r 
“six teen ton” friend, and stop 
j bu ying on installm ents altogeth­ 
er. Or, w hat wfou ld happen if the 
bank s and m erchants started to 
' repossess au tomobiles, refrigera­ 
tors, television sets, and other 
* things? 
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“ That makes two of us that’ll be glad when 
school starts!”
